1936 totalled $3,832,294.52 as against

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THE RAILWAYS 

Gross earnings of the railways went up about 
seven per cent last year. A corresponding bet- 
terment in their financial position is not shown 
because operating expenses also went up. Divi- 
dends are not yet in sight. 

The situation, however, warrants the “con- 
clusion of Mr. Hungerford, President of the 
Canadian National, that “steady improvement 
may be expected and planned for.” As the im- 
provement in general conditions takes place, the 
railways will regain lost business and revcnue 
and approach the position they held in the late 
Twenties. 

It is suggested that legislative action will 
have to be taken to protect railways against 
“uneconomic competition.” Meaning of course, 
against trucks and busses which operate ,on 
public highways and without an overhead ex- 
pense corresponding to what the railways have 
to meet to maintain their tracks. 

Of perhaps more importance to the railways 
than any such legislative action that is likely 
to be taken, is the announcement that the two 
systems will in the near future place orders for 
$23,000,000 worth of new equipment. If the 
equipment is designed to introduce a new meth- 
od of operating railways, in keeping with the 
requirements of today, this may do more to 
help the railways offset the highway competi- 
tion than any official regulation of trucks and 
busses. 

In the matter of light, stream-lined trains 
and air-conditioned cars the railways have in 
the last year made a strong bid for passenger 
traffic, with results which should be encourag- 
ing to them. If they continue to get away from 
inherited traditions which no longer fit, and to 
adapt equipment and methods to present day 
facts, this constructive policy may do more 
for them than restrictive or regulative legisla- 
tion imposed upon their very mobile and ac- 
commodating rivals.

The Problem of Gas Pains 


Ru DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many people think that headaches and colds 
are the most common troubles of the human 
family, but judging from my experience with 
thousands of sick people, I believe that gas 
pains usually cause much more distress among 
the sick than any other symptom. In fact. the 
presence of excessive gas is 
the most common single symp- 
tom known. 

Whenever we read of in- 
juries from gas we usually 
think of gas escaping from 
stoves, pipes or automobiles, 
but hundreds of people are 
being harmed each day from 
a much more prevalent gas 
which is formed within the 
digestive tract under certain conditions. here 
are other millions slowly developing functional 
or organic disorders because of the constant ir- 
ritation of stomach or intestinal gas. 

The digestive organs have only a limited 
space in which to work and when organs are 
unnaturally distended by gas it is not long be- 
fore distress and disease develop. 

Real gas pains are usually of sharp, colicky 
nature and may produce such severe cramp- 
ing that the patient can think of nothing else. 
However, in many cases, instead of actual pain 
being produced, the patient notices a dull dis- 
comfort, accompanied by bloating, a feeling of 
fullness or by belching. 

Those with gas discomfort find it difficult 
to sleep and insomnia is caused by excessive 
gas more often than it is caused by any other 
condition. The rate and action of the heart 
may be greatly affected during an attack of 
stomach gas, with the heart beat becoming very 
rapid and forceful. Beyond any question of a 
doubt, many of those who believe they have 
something wrong with the heart are led to make 
this mistake only because the upward pressure 
against the heart of excessive stomach gas is 
affecting the heart action. 

Those bothered by discomfort from gas usu- 
ally find that it comes on at some particular 
time inasmuch as the gas production bears a 
direct relationship to meals. However, when 
bile backs up into the stomach during the night, 
the patient may be most troubled by gas early 
in the morning before any meal has been teken 

Flatulence is an exceedingly common symp- 
tom because it accompany so many dis- 
orders. Thus, the patient with tuberculosis may 
complain more about flatulence than about the 
tuberculosis. Disturbances of the digestive tract 
are other frequent causes of excessive gas and 
thus the patient with stomach trouble, or with 
colitis, may find that flatulence is the most 
prominent symptom. The one with a faulty liver 
or gall bladder may exhibit the same symptom. 

Asthma and heart disorders are always made 
worse by the pressure of large amounts of gas 
against the diaphragm or heart; and many pelvic 
disorders are also made worse because the dis- 
tention of the intestines with gas causes pres- 
sure against the delicate pelvic organs

Excessive gas is particularly likely to occur 
with old people, many of whom do not have the 
least idea of what to do to curb the tendency 
to form such gas in abnormal amounts. This is 
especially likely to happen with those who take 
a great deal of starch, as the starch may ferment 
within the small intestine. 

Temporary relief from gas pains is usually 
obtained with those having a noticeable amount 
of intestinal gas by taking a warm enema and 
using hot applications over the abdomen. Those 
having excessive stomach gas usuz 
drinkirg several glasses of warm \ 
ing warm water and baking soda, will provide 
relief. If the pain is severe, the hot water bottle 
may prove comforting. However, these measures 
do not remove the cause of the fletulence and 
therefore can not be expected to bring perman- 
ent relief.

ANSWER: Most mothers dress their babies 
too warmly, and this is generally the cause of 
the baby sweating. The baby will sweat if toc 
many covers are used while she is sleeping, or if 
she weers the same amount clothes while 
nursing as she does at other times, as the heat of 
the mother’s body and the effort used in nurs- 
ing will make the baby’s head unusually warm. 
Sometimes sweating of the head is a symptom 
of rickets.

The Passing Show

There are still some emotional loyalists who 
write to this commentator putting forward the 
theory that Edward, Duke of Windsor was 
pushed off the British throne because he pro- 
fessed sympathy with the South Wales miners 
and declared that “Something must be done.” 

Some suggest that Edward will come back 
like the dethroned monarch in Shaw's “The 
Apple Curt,” to lead a political reform party to 
abolish poverty. 

Being tired with romanticism myself, I 
shrink from. dispelling the romantic theory, but 
facts are facts. 

One fact is that though Edward is one of the 
richest men in Europe, he didn't follow up his 
brave words with any appropriate financial ges- 
ture. On the contrary, when he retired, he ar- 
ranged for a retiring allowance of a quarter of 
a million dollars a year—a vastly greater yearly 
sum for doing nothing than any South Wales 
miner will earn in a whole lifetime of risk and 
toil in the bowels of the earth. 

In laudable contrast is the action of Lord 
Nuffield, the Henry Ford of England. Lord 
Nuffield not only distributed $10,000,000 in 
shares among his employees at Christmas, but 
he handed over another $10,000,000 to be used 
for the purpose of helping to expel idleness and 
want from the depressed areas of Great Britain. 

I shall be surprised if Lord Nuffield’s ex- 
ample is not followed by others who will give 
handsome donations for this necessary work. 
And I shall be still more surprised if the name 
of Edward, Duke of Windsor will be among the 
list of donors. Words are too cheap as vehicles 
of sympathy in the mouths of rich men.

If you want the perfect example of chivalry 
between high military chiefs in clash, gaze 
across to China and ponder on the picture of 
politeness presented by Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and Marshal Chang Hsiao-liang, each 
seeking to assume the blame for the bizarre kid- 
napping of the Generalissimo by his Marshal. 

For those who do not follow Chinese affairs 
and we may all be following their course 
pretty closely before long—let some explana- 
tion be given. - 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, the “strong 
man” of China is dictator of more than 300.000,- 
000 Chinese. He is the head of a great modern 
Chinese army. Young Marshall Chang Hsiao- 
liang, former warlord of Manchuria, is a subor- 
dinate of the Generalissimo. 

A couple of weeks ago news came that Mar- 
shal Chang had carried out a coup d'etat. seiz- 
ing the General and officers of his staff. First 
dispatches declared that all had been killed To 
western readers it appeared as an aet of ap- 
palling treachery. Later despatches told of all 
being held prisoner. 

General Chiang has an American-educated 
Chinese wife, Madame Mei-ling Kai-shek. In- 
telligent and trained in Occidental reasoning, 
and a daughter of the wealthy Soong family, 
she grew impetient of the parleys for her hus- 
band’s release. Defying the injunctions of the 
Nanking government, she took her brother, Mr. 
T. V. Soong, governor of the national bank of 
China, and her husband's adviser, Mr. W. E. 
Donald, and flew 700 miles by plane to Sian to 
see Marshal Chang. She took the risk that she 
too, would be held as an hostage. 

Next scene in this surprising drama saw the 
whole party leave Sian by plane, escorted by 
four fighting planes, just as the loyal troops 
were about to open a Christmas Day battle 
against the general's captors. The Marshal had 
not only surrendered his prisoners, but surrend- 
ered himself and asked for the death punish- 
ment.

Statements by the General and by the Mar- 
shal add to the surprise of the climax. 

That by General Chiang, tells how he had 
gone to see the Marshal at Sian to upbraid him 
for not being more active against the Com- 
munists, when he was seized by the Marshal's 
men, who blamed him for not warring against 
the Japanese? Instead of blaming Marshal 
Chang, the General blames himself, saying: 


“Being in supreme command of the 
army, I am responsible for the coup d'etat, 
because I failed to maintain adequate dis- 
cipline which I hereby regret.” 


Addressing himself to Chang, the remark- 
able document of General Chiang goes on to 
say: 

“The outcome of the coup shows you are 
ready to correct your own mistakes, which 
is creditable, as well as auguring a bright 
future for the nation. . . 

“Formerly you were deceived by reac- 
tionaries, believed that I had not treated the 
people fairly, and that I was loyal to revo- 
lutionary ideals. Now you have read my 
private diary and a whole year’s private and 
public telegrams and documents numbering 
some 50,000 words. 

“I believed my sincerity and also my 
teaching had reached al! of my subordin- 
ates, hence I paid no attention to my per- 
sonal safety . . My carelessness is a re- 
mote cause of the coup . I am blame- 
able and must apologize to the nation and 
the party. . .”

RADIATOR REFLECTORS 
By Roger B. Whitman 
Steam and hot water radiators 
throw out radiant heat in all direc- 
tions. At the back, heat goes into 
the wall, where it is not needed. 
Such heat is wasted. That heat can 
be saved by placing a reflector: pe- 
hind the radiator to throw the 4 


waves forward and into the room. 
Any bright metal will act as a re-| 
fiector of heat waves. Tin can be) 
used, but with the disadvantage 
that in time the bright surface wil! 
tarnish and will then no longer re- 
flect the heat rays. Bright alumin-| 
um foil is also a reflector, and being | 
highly resistant to tarnishing, will 
continue to serve for long periods. 

Radiator reflectors are being pro- 
duced, but are not yet in genera! 
distribution. In the meantime, effi- 
cient reflectors can be made by cut- 
ting a piece of stiff insulating board 
about the size of a radiator, and 
covering one face of it with alum- 
inum foil. The foil can be stuck on 
with shellac or with casein glue. 
The reflector is placed behind the 
radiator, with the metal side toward 
the room. The heating effect of the 
radiator should be increased by 
one-half or even more, 

The principle involved is identical! | 
with that covering the use of) 
aluminum foil as insulation, Heat 
moves in the form of air waves. 
With most materials, these waves) 
are absorbed, and the materials) 
themselves become heated. When 
heat waves strike a bright metal 
surface, they are reflected instead | 
of being absorbed. By lining a roof 
with bright aluminum foil, heat of 
the house, instead of passing 
through and being lost, is reflected | 
back into the house. Similarly, heat | 
of the sun, instead of passing 
through, is reflected back, and the 
house is protected. 

Radiator reflectors are so simple 
in construction, and of such prac- 
tical value, that they will undoubt- 
edly come into wide use. 


RAT-HOLES 

Question—I have found a rat-hole 
going down under my garage end 
have seen one or two rats around 
it. What can I put down the hole 
to drive them awey? 

Answer—The hole that you have 
seen may be only one of several, 
for rat burrows underground usual- 
ly communicate with several open- 
ings. You should 100k about to find 
other holes; then close all but one. 
Into that hole stuff a quantity of 
dry ice, and close the hole above 
it, Dry ice is carbon disulphide. It 
will convert into gas, which, being 
heavy, will settle down to the bot- 
tom.

\ However, it was even earlier than 1876 that England first tested 
the strength of her Pacific dominion in cricket. This was in 1861 
when H. 11. Stephenson took a club on the long ocean voyage. One 
of the English team, Charles Lawrence, stayed in Australia and be- 
came that country’s first professional, In 1868 he brought a team of 
‘Australian aboriginals back to England for a series of games. Among 
this squad were such arresting names as Twopenny, Red Cap, Riger, 
King Cole, Dick-a-Dick, and Mosquito, What they lacked in akill
